BY MILTON FOLK. 


T H E CONGREGATIONAL PU L PIT 
DECLARED VACANT. 


A W eek Ago Last Sunday They De­ 
clined to Accept His Resignation 
But at a Special Meeting Held Last 
Saturday It W as Different—News 
Of the County. 


There is a m isunderstanding be­ 
tween Milton Congregationalists. Rev. 
Richard Miller, formerly of this city, 
steeds in the breach. 
One faction 
w ants him to resign. 
The other re­ 
fuses to perm it him. The trouble was 
summed up by a Milton Congregation­ 
alist to a Gazette reporter as follows: 
“ Some time ago Rev. Mr. 
Miller 
gave notice of his resignation from 
th e Milton pastorate. 
On Sunday, 
March 25, he w ithdrew his notice in 
compliance w ith a petition signed by 
a large m ajority of the paying mem­ 
bers of the church and society, guar­ 
anteeing the salary, and by an ex­ 
pression of the members of the church 
and society present, the vote standing 
36 to l l in favor of w ithdraw ing the 
notice. 
The opposition called a meet­ 
in g for March 30 contrary to the rules 
and by holding two caucuses and 
packing the meeting w ith children 
and those net in good and regular 
standing passed a vote to vacate the 
pastorate and to empower the deacons 
to supply the pulpit. 
They invited 
Elder Miller to preach last Sunday, 
but he acting under his contract, de­ 
clined their invitation and filled the 
pulpit. 
His legal advisers and minis­ 
terial friends caused him to remain 
and abide by the term s of his con­ 
tract. Although counsel for, no charges 
of any kind were made against him, 
and 
his 
offers 
to 
leave 
the 
m atter 
to

council 
or 
to

committee were refused. His contract 
calls for three m onths’ notice a t the 
end of the calendar year. 
The cause 
of the trouble seems to arise from 
false statem ents made aud from petty 
stories and jealousies from those who 
in former years have run things and 
who predicted failure on the church 
building and 
church work, but the 
new church is paid for and fifty-five 
added to the m embeiship.’

Instead of Being a Mere Finance Com­ 
mittee They are Looked to Under 
the Law to Direct the Course or 
Study In all the Grades of the 
City Schools. 


E d it o r G a z e t t e : 
The law pertain­ 
ing to the public schools of the city of 
Janesville imposes the duty on the 
board of education to organize schools 
in the several wards thereof and con­ 
tract w ith and employ all teachers 
for the same who shall have first been 
licensed by said board. 
And 
a t its 
pleasure to remove there. 
It also 
makes it the duty of such board to 
examine all teachers m aking applica­ 
tion to teach in the schools and to li­ 
cense sach of them, who on such ex­ 
am ination 
prove themselves compe­ 
tent teachers. 
This law was enacted 
in the year 1858, and has ever since 
been applicable to the subject men­ 
tioned. 
The wisdom of the 
requirements 
are apparent to any who bas made the 
education of the youth of our country 
a subject oi thought. 
More than a 
pecuniary interest is required as a 
qualification for the performance of 
the high duties imposed by this law. 
This board of education is composed 
of individual commissioners 
who un­ 
der the law assume to faithfully exe­ 
cute the trusts imposed thereby all of 
which are personal charges not to be 
abrogated or delegated to another 
during 
tho 
continuance 
of 
the 
duty or tru st by a lesser power than 
created and fixed it. 
The child and 
pupil for 
whose 
especial 
benefit 
schc ols are organized and maintained 
have the right to ask this much, anc 
the parent and citizen to assume th at 
none but such as are competent to do 
w hat is required by the law will seek 
the position, and to demand when ac­ 
cepted the 
responsibilities be not 
waived but graciously performed or 
relinquished. 
How well these requirem ents have 
been complied w ith heretofore is now 
a m atter of school history. 
I am cog 
nizant of the fact in the early days of 
our schools under this law th a t the 
board of education entertained the 
construction of it to be its duty to a t­ 
tend personally to the exam ination of 
all teachers therein and strictly per­ 
formed such duty and also a t frequent 
stated periods m et all such teachers 
at the high school building when such 
exam inations were continued, and in­ 
structions were given in the theory 
and practice of teaching and should 
any 
teacher 
be 
then 
found 
lagging or incompetent as teacher 
for any 
cause, 
he or she 
was 
removed. 
Since 
my 
personal 
knowledge as respects the practice of 
the board in this regard has ceased, 
my opportunities for information on 
these subjects have also in a measure 
abated. 
But I have been informed, 
th at the aforementioned requirements 
have practically been abandoned, and 
the m atter thereof relegated to the 
principal teacher in the high school 
departm ent, as in respect thereto the 
board of education is now in practice 
and in fact a mere finance committee 
and medium of 
communication be­ 
tween such principal teacher and the 
common council.

He Is Encouraged By Receiving News 
From Kansas City That the Garden 
of Eden Lot Has Been Given Over 
. to the Reorganized Church of Latter 
Day Saints. 


Janesville’s Mormon colony, or as 
the members phrase it the Church of 
the Latter Day Saints of Jesus Christ, 
is flourishing. 
New converts are be­ 
ing added and services are held each 
Sunday. 
Elder Pender, 
who has 
i charge of the work here represents 
the “ reorganized church as distin­ 
guished from the Brighamites.” 
He 
is now encouraged over news which 
ie bas just received from Kansas 
City. 
Temple Lot, the sacred piece of 
Mormon soil in 
Independence, for 
which the reorganized 
church and 
Brighamites have been fighting in the 
courts fcr four years, is decided by 
Judge Phillips of the District court to 
be the property of the reorganized 
church. 
The Brighainite faction of 
the Mormons is by the opinion en­ 
joined from asserting title to the 
property, the cloud is removed, and 
full possession allowed to the plain­ 
tiff. 
The successful organization has 
its headquarters at Lauoni, la. 
Its 
following numbers 25,000 souls, and 
its president is Joseph Smith, Jr., a 
son of Prophet Joseph Smith, the 
founder of Mormonism. 
Besides settling the title to the 
much-prized Temple Lot, which is 
known among the Mormons as the 
Garden of Eden, the opinion inciden­ 
ta lly finds from the evidence that the 
reorganized church of 
Latter Day 
Saints at Lamoni, Iowa, is the real 
church, which was founded in 1830 
by Prophet 
Joseph Smith, and that 
factions of 
the Mormon church in 
Utah and in Independence are off­ 
shoots of the mother church and have 
departed from the teachings of the 
prophet. 
This In The Garden o f Eden. 
Temple Lot originally consisted of 
sixty acres of ground, but its area 
has been gradually reduced until now 
it comprises a block of property 300 
feet square located on one of the high 
est eminences in Independence. 
It is 
surrounded by a barb wire fence and 
on the northeast corner is a small 
frame church which is used by the 
Hedrickites. 
The history of Temple 
Lot dates back almost to the time of 
the inception of the Mormon faith and 
is associated with the days when the 
saints were a 
power 
in 
Jackson 
county. 
In 1832 it is claimed that an augel 
of the Lord appeared to Joseph Smith, 
the prophet, in a vision, and told him 
that Jackson county was the site of 
the original Garden of Eden and that 
Temple Lot was the very spot where 
the fig tree grew from which our first 
parents 
obtained their 
wardrobe. 
Here it was said that on the last day 
when the earth is to crumble into 
glow ing ashes and be swept away by 
the winds of the universe the faithful 
Mormons were to congregate and as­ 
cend to heaven from the magnificent 
temple ordained to be erected.

One of the Janesville Purveyors Said to 
Be Very Much Inclined Toward a 
Reduction in Price—He Thinks the 
Figures Should 
Come Down 
in 
Common Fairness, 


There is likely to be a bread war in 
Janesville before many days. 
A cut 
in price is proposed and the one pound 
loaf may sell considerably below the 
present figure. The explanation given 
to a Gazette reporter this afternoon 
was that wheat 
had never 
been 
cheaper than now and bread never 
any dearer. 
ijour and one half bushels of wheat, 
at CO cents per bushel, w ill produce 
one barrel of flour. 
The real valne of 
this flour, to the wholesaler, may be 
put down at $2.90 to $3.15 per barrel, 
and the price for faiicy and extra 
grades of spring wheat stock w ill run 
up to $3.40 or $3. GO. 
The loaf of bread is supposed to 
weigh one pound, but the ordinary 
loaf is quite content if it weighs four­ 
teen ounces and if considerable per 
centage of that weight is water. This 
may not be very satisfactory to the 
consumer, but it suits the loat or its 
baker, and his interest in it is a large 
one. 
In round numbers a barrel of flour 
of good average quality w ill produce 
nearly three hundred loaves of five 
cent calibre. 
This calculation shoves 
that the flour in the loaf costs, w ith­ 
in a v*ry slight margin, one cent. The 
o*her four cents are for baking, labor, 
handling and distributing.

edge are the letters 
of the alphabet and 
the Arabic num er­ 
als, and rig h t there 
our ignorance be­ 
gins. 
F or 
those 
letters and num er­ 
als have come down 
to us hoary w ith 
antiquity, and every one of them , un­ 
know n to us, possesses its own m ean­ 
ing and occult power. 
So it is, also, 
w ith other simple form s w ith w hich we 
are fam iliar: the obelisk, the cube, the 
trian g le—every one of them is replete 
w ith significance to the occultist. 
It has ever been th e custom of m an 
to convey m eanings by symbol and em­ 
blem; and 
w hether 
these 
be the 
“ three golden balls” -of the paw nbrok­ 
er, or the striped red and w hite pole 
of the barber, the same intention is 
obvious. 
Y et not everybody know s 
th a t the golden balls were golden 
“ pills” and the arm s of the Medici 
fam ily in the Middle Ages, w hile the 
stripe round the b arb er’s pole w as the 
ribbon w hich he wound spirally round 
the arm of a p atient prior to blood-let­ 
ting, in th e days w hen the b arb er was 
also a chirurgeon. 
All of the ancient “ m ysteries” were 
contained in sym bols and emblems; 
thus, the (l) Sistrum was prom inent in 
the Egyptian feasts of Isis, as w as also 
the (2) Ank, (Crux A nsata, or em blem 
of life). 
The (3) Ark of the Sanctuary 
am ong the H ebrew s was practically a 
boat; 
and, w hat 
is 
n et generally 
know n, is th a t the form* of its cabin, 
or shelter, was th a t of the H ebrew le t­ 
te r H (He), an aspirate signifying 
breathing, or “ life,” the second and 
fourth le tters of the nam e Jahveh, or 
Jehovah: m n and Moses was w rit­ 
ten Moseh, or “ saved frolh the w ater.” 
The Egyptian Isis, oddly enough, had 
the same m eaning, “saved from the 
w ater,’’ being also, in the original, 
Nemesis, or retribution. 
This is all very curious in its rela­ 
tion to the Flood m yths, of w hich 
som ething has already been told in 
these pages; and we thus see the idea 
of the Deluge kept alive equally by 
the Egyptians and the H ebrew s by 
symbols. 
T his idea of the destruction of the 
world by 
a Deluge exists equally 
among the. Masonic symbols, as is 
show n in the instance of the (4) Cornu- 
coala and (6) C ap rico rn s, or the goat. 
T he allusion contained in th e Cornuco­ 
pia, or “ horn of plenty,” is to the my th 
of Capricorn, who w as also Pan and 
Bacchus, and who, w ith some other 
deities, while feasting near the banks 
of the Nile, was suddenly attacked by 
the dreaded g iant Typhon, son of 
K ronos or Saturn, aud b-othcr of Isis.

Now, Pan or Bacchus is 
th e Greek form of Jahveh, m eaning 
N ature, or all m aterial things.

Illu strated American says th a t the 
m yth is, therefore, plain enough and 
refers alw ays to the Deluge in the 
zodiacal sign Capricorn. 
P an is cast 
into the sea or w ater (Aquarius) w hen 
th e goat p art of him escapes by clim b­ 
ing the high m ountains, and the fish 
p a rt by swimming; all who can not do 
one or th e oth er of these things m ust 
perish. 
B ut why should this m yth be perpet­ 
uated in the sym bolise of Free Ma­ 
sonry? 
Why, s ire . nongh? 
And here 
are still tw o other sym bols of the 
sam e character, whose place in Mason­ 
ry is equally inexplicable; they are the

also 'Vesta, is a symooiism ct lire. And 
as the sign Capricorn is em blem atical 
of th e destruction of th e w orld by 
w ater, so is Cancer of the same catas­ 
trophe by fire.

Piazzi-Smyth, John Taylor, Flinders 
Petrie, Professor Proctor, and other 
scientific men, and w hich is believed 
to have pointed to the pole-star (a 
Draconis) a t the tim e of the comple­ 
tion of the pyram id.

Mrs. B righam Y oung XVII, as from the 
P resid en t of the U nited States, as she 
is daily besieged by curious tourists, 
bo th in person and by letter, and 
w hen adm itted, these morbid curiosity 
seekers alw ays subject th eir hostess to 
hum iliating, and often insulting, ques­ 
tions and comments. 
A fter a sh o rt i 
conversation w ith Mrs. Young, it w as 
easy for me to believe th a t she had 
been the m ost popular of B righam 
Y oung’s nineteen wives., She is tall 
and sym m etrical of form, dignified and 
graceful of m anner, and a b rillia n t 
conversationalist. 
The silvery locks, 
whicli tell of the fifty and five years of 
her eventful life, are m ingled w ith 
th read s of gold, rem iniscent of the 
beauty of form er years, and the large 
blue eyes have lost nothing of th eir 
fire and expressiveness. 
Mrs. Y oung 
told me th a t she had never before sub­ 
m itted to an interview from a repre­ 
sentative of the press. 
She w as aw are 
th a t man}' u n au th en tic and u n tru th fu l 
new spaper articles had been published 
ab o u t herself and her la te husband, 
and it w as to correct the false im pres­ 
sion conveyed in these stories th a t she 
w as now w illing to ta lk to the public. 
H arriet Amelia Folsom was born 
Aug. 23, 1838, in Buffalo, N. Y., the 
birthplace also of Frances Folsom, 
now Mrs. Cleveland. 
A near relative 
of Mrs. Young, who has taken some 
in terest in th e genealogy of the fam ­ 
ily, says th a t Mrs. 
Cleveland and 
A m elia Folsom Y oung are cousins, 
having sprung from the same original 
Folsom fam ily in New Ham pshire.

In 18lo the Folsom fam ily moved to 
Nauvoo, 111., the site of the first Mor­ 
mon tem ple, b u t t were n o t perm itted 
to rem ain there long, the people hav­ 
ing risen up against the Mormons, 
killing th eir prophet, Joseph Smith, 
and driving all his follow ers out of the 
state.

President Brigham Young of the

Arctic Geology. 
According1 to Sir Henry Howorth, 
the Arctic lands, during the Pleisto­ 
cene period, instead of being over­ 
whelmed by a glacial climate, were 
tinder comparatively mild conditions. 
Since Pleistocene times the climate has 
been growing more and more severe. 
The author bases this conclusion on a 
study of the Arctic flora as displayed 
in Greenland, Spitzbergen and the un­ 
covered moraine of the great glacier 
in Alaska, and 
also upon certain 
faunal facts. 
He cites evidence to 
show that the present flora of Green* 
land is undoubtedly a relic of an old 
flora which has survived in favorable 
localities, and not 
an importation 
since glacial 
times.

they lived the year round in their 
present breeding places in northern 
Siberia, Greenland and Spitzbergen, 
and that it is the present ever-increas­ 
ing cold that leads them tc migrate in 
search of warmth and food. 
In short, 
the only glacial climate we are war* 
ranted in supposing to exist in the Arc­ 
tic lands is that which is now current, 
and it is the product of changes in th* 
level of the earth’s crust since Pleisto­ 
cene ^imes. 


A lum inous. 
It. is true that every brick in a house 
and every bank of clay contains a con­ 
siderable q u a n t i of that beautiful 
metal aluminum. 
But science has not 
yet discovered an}’ economical way of 
extricating the metal from clay, be­ 
cause in the form it there exists, 
namely, aluminum oxide, it is com­ 
bined with silicon oxide, and these 
two substances behave like a pair of 
Siamese twins; they are so strongly 
hound together it is next to impossible 
to separate them. 
Therefore, in the 
production of aluminum, chemists do 
not use clay, hut turn to some material 
which contains the oxide of alumina 
free from silica. 
The best material is 
a mineral known as cimolite, which 
comes chiefly from Greenland. 
It is a 
double fluoride of aluminum and so­ 
dium and an art iflcial Iv prepared ses- 
q iii oxide of alumina; these are sus­ 
pended in a bath of molten chlorides 
of the alkaline earths and then sub­ 
jected to electrolysis 
by powerful 
dynamos. 
The sodium salts are de­ 
composed, the metallic sodium sizes 
eagerly uponyftie oxygen that was in 
combination'with the aluminum, and 
as a result the white metal aluminum 
is freed and settles to the bottom.
